Motor Fire Apparatus 


(Toronto Saturday Night) 

Many signs are seen of the steady 
growth in municipal outlays for fire 
apparatus driven by motors. One 
estimate is that the outlays thus far 
made reach about $3,000,000. © The 
Power Wagon recently collected data 
showing in 301 cities and towns 
there were 594 motor-driven fire 
vehicles of all kinds tnow in’ service. 
It is estimated that cach vehicle is 
worth from $3,500 to $10,000. 0 The 
Power Wagon contends that — cities 
have never made a better investment. 
Nowhere has the motor vehicle more 
completely shown its superiority to 
the horse. This superiority has been 
admitted, not only by property own- 
ers, but by insurance companies and 
firemen. The writer of the article in 
The Power Wagon predicts a reat 
future for fire vehicles propelled by 
motors. He says + 

“In the United States, 
to the census of 1010, 
6,225 cities and towns with a popu- 
lation of 2,000 or over; there are 
3,553 with a population of 3,000 or 
over; there are 1,858 with a popula- 
tion of 5,000 or over; there are B42 
citics with a population of 10,000 or 
over; there are 320 cities with a 
population of 25,000 or more; there 
are 131 cities with a population ex- 
ceeding 50,000 ; and 43 cities have a 
population of 100,000 or over. 

“These, then, are the possibilities. 
Fach of these cities and towns, on 
the average, mceds two motor-driven 
fire-fighting machines. The whole 
country, according to this estimate, 
which is derived from present statis- 
tics, should have a total of 12,450 
machines, There are only 594 of 
them already in service, which leaves 
a balance of 11,856 still wanted. 
The value of these is in the neighbor- 
hood “of $60,000,000. 

“Present indication show that this 
business will be absorbed by — the 
motor-wagon industry well within 
the next ten years. But in that 
time the population of the country 
will have increased by about 25 per 
cent., and fire protection will have 
to increase by a like ratio. | Hence 
the market for motor fire apparatus 
for the next ten years is certainly 
not Jess than $75,000,000. 

“‘All the developments of the last. 
few years are in favor of motor fire 
apparatus. Improved methods of in- 
tercommunication, notably the elec- 
tric trolley and interurban lines, the 
telephone, and the increasing radius 
of the delivery service (by motor- 
wagons) of the great city depart- 
ment stores, have {tnduced people to 
move out from the congested areas 
in the cities to the suburbs. The 
density of city population is decreas- 
ing, but the area is increasing enor- 
mously. Outlying districts are being 
built up, and the people in them are 
isolated from fire protection — facili- 
ties. The horse-driven fire apparatu 
is thus automatically rendered obso- 
lete, for it simply can not cover the 
distance in a reasonably short) time, 
The only alternative is motor appar- 
atus, The people themselves realize 
this, for in numerous cases have fire 
motors been purchased by popular 
subscription, and in’ several cases 
even on the instalment plan. Public 
opinion is thus in favor of the mot- 
or, and what the publie wants it 
gets, sooner or later, 

“The economic advantages of — the 
motor fire apparatus are almost  il- 
limitable. It has been calculated 
that the 43,000,000 already invested 
in fire motors is paying dividends of 
hundreds per cent. every year to the 
American people. Naturally the tot- 
al saving is impossible to estimate, 
but a direct idea of the value to the 
public of motor fire apparatus is 
conveyed by the action of the insur- 
ance companies, “whieh in numerous 
eases have voluntarily reduced their 
rates for fire insurance when motors 
nave been installed. In several cases 
this reduction has amounted to over 
50 per cent. 

“The: Saving in fire insurance pre- 
miums alone is greater each year 
than the total cost of all the motor 
fire apparatus installed up to date. 
This may sound absurd, but it) may 
easily be vevitied. A motor hose and 
chemical engine $5,000) will cover an 
area of twenty-two square miles of 
average city. A reduction of ten per 
cent. in the fire insurance premiums 
on property covering this area would 
represent an amount of money sufti- 
cient to buy not one but ten mach- 
ines every year at the price assumed, 
And in the estimate, which is aver- 
aged for the whole country, the most 
conservative values were taken in 
arriving at a result, 

“But this does not even begin to 
exhaust the economic possibilities of

“Tt was a matter 
of surprise that he was convicted 
and sentenced, but both Summerton 
and Wartnow, the alleged accomplices 
of Ketchan, turned King's evidence 
and told the same story at the trial, 
whereas at the hearing the evidence 
of these two youths was conflict- 
ing.”’

~-|Woman’s Rights in the 
Hour of Peri 


(Toronto Mail a and Empire) 


In the list of survivors of the 
Titanic disaster there are compara- 
tively few names not prefixed by 
“Mrs.’’ or ‘‘Miss.’’ Of all che facts 
that have becn made public concern- 
ing the wreck, that one passes al- 
most without comment. It is no 
more than what everybody was pre- 
pared to expect. It strikes every- 
body as perfectly natural—or rather 
it does not strike anybody. Wherever 
crowds of men, women and children 
are suddenly placed in deadly peril 
and many perish, the women and 
children almost always have the best 
chance for their lives. The men 
stand back in order that the means 
of rescue may be at the service of 
the women and children, and men 
give up their own lives in efforts to 
save the women and children. 

This, as we have said, so common- 
ly happens that it is hardly regard- 
ed as noteworthy in any given case. 
What is noteworthy is the rare exr 
ception to that rule. Sometimes 
women and children have to go 
through frightful ordeals, or succumb 
to them, in the company of men who 
prove themselves a disgrace to hum- 
anity by the brutal selfishness and 
cowardice of their behavior in the 
premises. So strong is the feeling of 
indignation towards such men that 
they would searcely be saved from 
lynching even in the most law-abid- 
ing community. The men who re- 
mained on the Titanic and went 
down with her after doing what, they 
could to see the women and children 


transferred to the boats, behaved— 
to the ercdit of their kind, be it
